WASHINGTON, D. C.—Attempts by some 


Jewish leaders to use recent British troop ae- 
tivities in Palestine and Bevin’s speech oppos- 
ing immediate immigration as a weapon in the 
fight against the proposed loan to Britain failed 
to receive popular support of non-Jewish lead- 
ers, who while sympathetic to Jewish claims, 
felt they were not in position to link the two 
events. 

As a matter of fact, it is well known that 
Sol Bloom’s speech and Stephen S. Wise’s let- 
ter urging that events be considered separately 
went a long way to convince many influential 
congressmen and officials of the necessity to 
keep developments in “proper perspective,” 
Helen Gahagan Douglas, congresswoman from 
California and member of the foreign affairs 
committee, said: “Things happening in Pales- 
tine today are deplorable. But they have noth- 
ing to do with British loan. The British have 

«to have the money so they can be put back on 

their feet. The British loan is as essential to 
our foreign policy as OPA is to our domestic 
economy. It won’t help us if Britain is flat 
on her back economically.”

Resa of Chicago wasn’t sure how he would

vote on the British loan but admitted that the 
Bloom and Wise pronouncements made him 
feel that there should be no relationship be- 
tween the Palestine disorders and the British 
loan. 


Resa, who represents a large Jewish district 
in Chicago said: “I was inclined to vote against 
the loan as a result of Bevin’s speech. Since 
that time however, the Wise statement made 
me think twice and now I am inclined to 
separate the two questions. But I still don’t 
know how I will vote. 


Similar expressions came from Rev. Fred- 
erick Reissig, executive secretary of the Wash- 
ington Federation of Churches and a member 
of the executive committee of the American 
Palestine committee, who said “I realize it is 
very difficult to separate the two questions 
emotionally, but the truth of the matter is 
that the two factors should not be linked in 
this matter. I can fully understand the Jewish 
position in the situation and I feel that the 
Jewish cause is just. But in this particular 
case the interests of America will best be 
served by separating the two and granting 
the loan to Britain.”

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New Ruling Will Assign New Rabbis 





Of JTS to Pulpits in South, West

NEW YORK—Graduate rabbis of the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary must serve two years in an “assignment” pulpit before they 
can be elected to the Rabbinical Assembly, association of Conserva- 
tive rabbis, it was announced by Rabbi Robert Gordis, assembly head, 


in his presidential address. 

Dr. Gordis explained the new 
ruling on the grounds that con- 
servative Judaism in the South 
and West are being neglected by 
refusal of JTS graduates to leave 
the East. 

“There is crying need in the 
South and West for Conservative 
Judaism, a need which is growing 
because of the trend of the Jew- 
ish population toward the new 
industrial centers in the South 
and the Pacific Coast,” Dr. Gor- 
dis said. 

“The student body of the Sem- 
inary has tended to be recruited 
in large measure from the large 
urban centers,” he explained. 
“The reason lies in the high schol- 
astic standards of the Seminary, 
which cannot be met except 
through long and intensive Jew- 
ish study, for which there is too 
little opportunity in the South 
and West. Because of their East- 
ern origins, family connections 
and inclinations, our graduates 
have by and large hesitated to 
leave the East. In most instan- 
ces, they would have found great 
reward and personal happiness in 
service in those areas, but there 
was no way of bringing that 
truth home to them. As a result 
of the great need to serve the 
West and South of our country, 
the Executive Council, after care- 
ful and prolonged consideration, 
has voted that all graduates of 
the Seminary be requested to 
serve on assignment for a two- 
year period as a preliminary to 
full election im the Rabbinical As- 
sembly.” 

‘During these two years, the 
young graduates will be given 
as much choice as possible among 
several positions where the place- 
ment committee feels they will 
be most useful,” Dr. Gordis con- 
tinued. “It is quite likely that 
many of them after the two-year 
period will be happy to remain 
in their assigned posts. But at 
ali eyents, they will then be free 
to apply for a change of position 
to the Placement Committee. 

“This new plan means that 
many important communities will 
for the first time have the oppor- 
tunity of coming imto direct con- 
taet with our movement and its 
program. We feel sure that they 
will ultimately become pillars of 
stren for Conservative Ju-

ECENT events in Palestine, culminating in the latest series of 

outrageous acts by British troops, are making a striking im- 
pression upon American Jews. Living as they do from one emer- 
gency to another, and from one mass meeting to another protest 
demonstration, American Jews might be suspected of emotional 
weariness; one might begin to question the degree of response 
of which a people is capable. 

The occurrences in Europe during the period embraced by the 
rise and fall of Hitler had a definite and marked effect upon the 
mood and attitudes of American Jewry. They were, of course, 
deeply moved and stirred, shaken from passivity, though the shock 
of events created in them nothing more dynamic than bewilderment, 
confusion, horror. A dozen years of Hitler made Jews feel sick 
at heart. The reader will recall those who reported they. couldn’t 
sleep nights in their grief and worry over the fate of European 
Jews. Among some there was a marked reaction of revulsion, 
which made them involuntarily turn aside, as from the scene of a 
bloody accident. Their stomachs were too weak. They cried out 
against the endless chain of stories from the concentration camps. 
They refused any longer to read the Jewish press, with its ghoulish 
reporting of the news. 


Jews gave freely of the funds which they possessed in abun- , 


dance, and imagined that they were responding adequately to the 
situation. There was no imagination, no sacrificial spirit, no dy- 
namic, heroic spirit. 

THAT MOOD appears to be changing. There is apparent today 
a new sense of certainty which previously had been lacking. The 
bewilderment is giving way to a determination, sometimes reck- 
lessly expressed, sometimes more conservatively couched, but all 
indicating an awareness that the every existence of the Jewish people 
is being threatened, and that American Jews, if they are interested 
at all in survival—even only in their own survival—must act vig- 
orously and boldly. 

It is a significant step for the American Jewish Committee to 
condemn the latest British repressions in Palestine and to point 
out that only British inaction and dilatory policy have been re- 
sponsible for events there. 

Louis Lipsky has sounded a call for the creation of a volunteer 
division of G.I.s, to be known as the Roosevelt Brigade, for service 
in the Holy Land. 

Last week the following telegram from a large southern city 
came to my desk: “Have you any use for a marine, five years ex- 
perience, four in South Pacific. Believe very strongly in your 
cause. Can leave any time.” Name, address and telephone num- 
ber followed. These are but random bubbles of a widespread ef- 
fervescence. 

I STUDIED the faces of the 10,000 people who swarmed around 
Madison Park at the Protest Demonstration held there last 
week. There was not a smile or a laugh in evidence. Even the 
applause was not exicited or enthusiastic; it was determined. Those 
people were serious and in deadly earnest. They acted exactly the 
same way the American public as a whole did that historic Decem- 
ber afternoon in 1941. Indeed the dastardly, treacherous acts of 
the British government, with all the accompanying wanton de- 
struction, assaults, wholesale imprisonment and brutality consti- 
tuted a Pearl Harbor for the entire Jewish people. 

There is no doubt what American Jews think now. Yet it is a 
fact worth pondering that public opinion generally runs far ahead 
of the policies adopted by leadership. The rank and file of Ameri- 
can Jews were for years ready for a militant program of Zionist 
political activity, while Zionist leadership hesitated and vacillated. 
Had Jabotinsky been alive during the past half dozen years there 
‘seems little doubt that he would have been accepted at last as 
Zionism’s great leader—unless his very presence might have served 
as a goad to other leaders to adopt similar policies. 

HOW FAR will Zionist leadership go today? There is talk of 
a Roosevelt Brigade. Will it remain talk? There is now widespread 
popular support for a boycott of Britain. Will that be called too 
dangerous and impetuous? There has been a steadily growing 
cry for creation of a Jewish-Government-in-Exile, which would then 
demand the official representation in international councils which 
Jews still do not have even after fifty years of the Zionist move- 
ment. Will these cries be brushed aside? ‘ 

American Jewry wants something done. Thousands of Ameri- 
can Jews want to do something themselves, though they are not 
sure exactly what. They have not yet reached the stage of marty- 
dom, though they are ready to discard the usual niceties of protest 
and parade in favor of more drastic action. They are not content 
tc remain a powerful but inert force. 

Diplomacy, as a means of settlement of disputes, has been 
abruptly rejected by the British. Now they’re trying to browbeat 
and cow Jewry into submission. We knew all along what the re- 
sponse of the Yishuv would be. We know, now, what the reaction 
of American Jews is.

He is 
a man who can rhapsodize with religious 
fervor over a very old Hebrew book which 
he has in his keeping, even as other citizens 
gurgle happily on account of United Dooer- 
knobs having gone up 3 points ‘on the big 
exchange this morning. . .

The difference is that while the holder of 
United Doorknobs stock may celebrate the 3 
points rise by taking Genevra, his wife, out to 
the Okedoke Night Club, Irving Levey thanks 
God for His great mercy in letting the old book 
live that long and for having permitted it to 
come to the keeping of his hands and eyes. 

Probably the United Doorknobs stockholder 
couldn’t understand Irv- 
ing Levey’s mystical ex- 
ultation over an old 
boek. After all, he wouid 
say, it’s just an old book. 
When aill’s said and 
done, it’s a lot of old pa- 
per, and make some- 
thing of that! And if you 
get down to the real 
facts, what’s old paper 
worth? Tell me! Sure, it’s interesting all right, 
but—so what? 

On the other hand, look at my thousand 
shares of United Doorknobs. That’s paper, too, 
but anyway, it ain’t hay. At the market price, 
$35.50 a share, you can figure it out for your- 
self what my 1000 shares really mean. 

* * * 

I GUESS IRVING LEVEY would laugh him 
off. He might say, but in 1000 years what will 
your steck be worth? And who will remember 
United Doorknobs? But this book is like some 
element of eternity. I mean like stars, like 
the human spirit. In this physical form it’s al- 
ready 426 years old, but it’s content is about 
1700 years old. It’s the Babylonian Talmud, 
mind you. 

You speak of-your Doorknob stock. Door- 
knobs are a great convenience; the way they 
let you into your house! But this book opens 
the door to a tremendous scene of human 
life, into the corridors of your own history. 

Just to be allowed to be the keeper of the 
book, Irving Levey feels richer than the Door- 
knobs _ stockholder can. Tomorrow the stock- 
holder won’t feel as rich as he does today; 
tomorrow he will be unhappy because his stock 
hasn’t gone up three points more since todav. 

“Genevra, the stock hasn’t moved a 
point.” 

Irving Levey will be as happy about his 
riches tomorrow as he is today. He knows 
they have to do with eternity and nothing can 
happen to make them worth less. He will 
keep on thanking God that all this wealth of 
Jewish books has been put into his hands to 
guard, as Librarian. 

He is the keeper of the treasure house that 
is the library of the Hebrew Union College in 
Cincinnati. A group of us heard him make 
a very brief speech about his books the other 
evening. It was like listening to poetry and 
Irving Levey was like some ties. oest at a

holy altar, the way his eyes glowed. 

He had written a piece—‘The Biography of 
a Book” in the monthly bulletin of the Hebrew 
Union College—a first edition of the Babylon- 
ian Talmud, printed in Antwerp in tne year 
1520. It is one of the cherished possessions of 
the Rare Book Room at the Hebrew Union 
College and he had put it on special display, to- 
gether with other old books of Jewish life and 
learning. 

Yes, he thought, Jews should look at this to 
know how really rich they are: This wealth of 
history and of living they had done, these 
riches of thought, this old civilization they had 
inherted, this long acquaintance with God. 

Jews had been made to feel devastated and 
disinherited by their persecutors; it had come 
to pass that the meanest guttersnipe could 
flatter his inferiority by despising Jews. Some 
Jews had come to question their own worth 
as Jews and to wonder what a Jew, as a Jew, 
had to live for anyway. 

oo + * 

IN HIS “BIOGRAPHY OF A BOOK,” Irving 
Levey had in a way answered them. He had 
invited them to come and browse among the 
books of his exhibit: This Babylonian Talmud 
and other ancient treasures of Israel. . . . 
“When you have idled away these few mo- 
ments in delightful day-dreaming before the 
exhibit, you will-conclude that you have beheld 
an eternity of the Jewish spirit,” he wrote. 

That was it: I, the Jew, have not been de- 
vastated or disinherited, since I am the pos- 
sessor of this eternity. I have this abundant 
life that was lived before me and has been 
handed down to me in this printed record. 

Shali I much mind my enemies who are new- 
comers in civilization? I am an old, experienced 
hand at living as a civilized man. I should know 
the lessons. I am this old book and its rich 
spirit. I am the heir of a life that was greatly 
lived and I am faithless to my inheritance when 
I become a frightened, furtive little guy who 
doubts his own merits as a Jew and is afraid 
of his shadow. 

I shall walk in the world as a deserving 
heir, as one who, having lived a long time, 
knows very well that today’s evil is like the 
ill wind that will pass in an hour; but what- 
ever is good and right and lovely is eternal. 
The evidence of this book tells me that I must 
be the Jew who knows his obligation bravely 
to live up to his great and good history and 
teaching. 

Dr. Levey hopes that from looking at his 
timeless books, Jews will get his sense of 
being rich, though he himself hasn’t much 
more than his salary as librarian. He finds 
precious gold in what Rabbi Hiyya Meir of 
Venice wrote in this Babylonian Talmud. (He 
was one of the editors.) He praised God for the 
privilege of having had to do with “this sacred 
Work.” Dr. Levey finds gold in the humility 
of Cornelio Adelkind, typesetter and proof- 
reader ef the book. He wrote in it a humble 
plea to the readers to the patient with its 
mistakes and shortcomings. 

Thanks to Irving Levey for showing a way 
to feel rich.

WENTY years ago this coming August 6, the motion pic- 
T ture became of age. After thirty years of evolution as an art 
of pantomime, with piano and pipe organ accompaniment, it found 
its voice in words and music of its own, by grace of Warner 
Brothers enterprise and daring. It was evolution with revolutionary 
impact. 

When Al Jolson spoke those first words of the screen: 
“wait a minute, wait a minute ... You ain’t heard nothing 
yet!” he was saying more than he spoke. Then began departures 
extraordinary and enterprises new to the whole field of film 
exhibition, along with swift changes in production and the 
product. The first two years with its sound pictures, sound 
equipment and the new problems of showmanship all the way 
from the box office to the accoustics of the theatre brought un- 
precedented experienee to many enterprising showmen. 

Charlie Chaplin’s “The Great Dictator” will not be shown in 
Berlin—its home grounds. The film, which caricatures Hitler, had 
been scheduled for a round of showings in German motion pic- 
ture theatres. However, information-control officials have reported 
that Chaplin is “unwilling to show the film to Germans at any time.” 

Paulette Goddard returned to Hollywood this week after 
a three-week combined business and pleasure trip to London, 
Paris and Germany. She phoned to say “hello” and to tell us 
that she reports to her studio in a few days for conferences 
in connection with her forthcoming co-starring role with Gary 
Cooper in the Cecil B. DeMille technicolor epic, “Unconquered” 
(Paramount). Paulette says that her role as Abby Hale, the 
fiery slave girl, is the top faminine part in the movie that 
will have relatively few important feminine portrayals, and that 
she considers it to be the most important assignment of her 
eareer. 

Radio writer-director Arch Oboler may not be commercial but 
you've certainly got to admire the man’s honesty. A few days ago 
a story was given out that he would direct a famous star in an 
audition of “Lights Out” for an important advertising agency 
aecount. When Arch heard about it he blew a fuse. He immediately 
contacted the president of NBC and the advertising agency and 
told them they would be suckers to buy it or put it on the net- 
work. And don’t forget, the popular “Lights Out” is owned by 
Oboler and NBC. 

‘It’s not a healthy program for broadcasting because it 
attracts only warped minds and semi-psychopathics,” Arch 
belittled. He was also mindful that the show at one time was 
rated very highly by listeners. “But it won’t sell merchandise, so 
what good is it?” he offered by way of a clincher and flipped 
the switch for “Lights Out.” 

S. J. Perelman’s now book of pieces to be published this Fall 
will be titled “Keep It Crisp,” and the publishers (Random House) 
hope to top the 35,000 mark established by his last volume, “Crazy 
Like A Fox.” Arthur Kober’s book (same publisher) will detail 
the adventures of Benny Greenspan, demon Hollywood agent. The 
manuscript is not yet delivered and the exact title is yet to be 
ehosen, but Arthur has a weather eye on the holiday season, and 
Swears that neither snow, nor rain, nor Harold Ross will be per- 
mitted to obstruct swift completion of the appointed chapters. 

Danny Kaye tells me that he will realize a lot of ambitions 
he has nourished in Sam Goldwyn’s production “The Secret Lite 
of Walter Mitty.” Among the characters he will portray in 
the story are an ocean liner captain, a two-gun cowboy, a daring 
RAF flier, a riverboat gambler, the Dutch boy whose finger 
plugged the leaking dyke, an international spy who sneers at 
& firing squad, and a famous surgeon! 

For two months Samuel J. Briskin, executive producer of 
Liberty Films, has been trying to induce Frank Capra to get a 
haireut, but the producer-director of Jimmy Stewart’s new fitm, 
“It’s a Wonderful Life,” has been deaf to any talk but that con- 
erning his first postwar production. Finally Briskin turned the 
trick. By discussing a barbershop sequence for the picture, he 
get Capra into RKO’s tonsorial parlor. While Capra and Briskin 
talked “atmosphere,” the barber placidly clipped Frank’s hair! 
Helmut Dantine, best known on the screen for his por-

*RRIVAL of Jacob Barsimon 
in New Amsterdam (now 
New York.) An askenazic Jew, 
Barsimon (from the Hebrew Bar 
Simone, son of Samson) was for 
a while the only Jew im the 
Dutch colony, but the following 
spring he was joined by a group 
of 23 Jewish refugees from Bra- 
zil. References to Barsimon in 
the early tax lists in- 
JULY 8, dicate that he was a 
1654 man of small means, 
but this did not pre- 
vent him from vigorously insist- 
ing upon his rights, and from ap- 
pealing to the courts for redress, 
no matter how influential his op- 
ponent. His treatment by the 
court in New Amsterdam is sur- 
prising even in the light of latter 
day principles of religious liberty. 
He was summoned to court as a 
defendant on a Saturday, but the 
court decided, in the terse lang- 
uage of the record, that, “though 
defendant is absent, yet no de- 
fault is entered against him, as 
he was summoned on his Sab- 
bath.” “Barsimon and Asser 
Levy, another early Jewish sett- 
ler, petitioned the governor to be 
permitted to stand guard like the 
other burghers or be felieved 
from the special tax imposed 
upon Jews. The request was re- 
fused with the suggestion that 
they go elsewhere if they didn’t 
like it. Barsimon didn’t give up. 
He appealed to the Dutch West 
India Company in Holland and 
instructions came through to 
Stuyvesant condemning such un- 
justified and illiberal discrimina- 
tien.

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ICNIC time has come to stay for at least two months so we must 

turn our thoughts to “eats” for the picnic basket. If you plan 
to picnic where there are camp ovens for broiled chicken, steaks, 
chops or frankfurters, be sure to prepare the meats ahead of time 
for the journey. If the weather is hot and spoilage of uncooked meat 
likely in spite of the best laid plans, it is wise to freeze the chicken 
sections and meats in the freezing compartment of your refrigerator. 
Put them in the night before the picnic, and when you take them 
out be sure to put each piece of meat in one of those little sandwich 
bags you have been using for school lunches. This precaution wills 
take but a few minutes. 

When ready to broil the meat, remove from bags and thaw 
them about 30 minutes before placing over the wood or charcoal 
fire. 

Another favorite for picnics is Potato Salad and here’s a re« 
ceipe that is just a little bit out of the ordinary.

2 lbs. potatoes 

% cup salad dressing (any 
kind) 

3 tblsps peanut butter 

3 tblsps minced parsley 


2 tblsps lemon juice 
1 cup finely cut celery, leaves 
included 


% cup finely diced cucumber 


1 small carrot, grated 


Boil potatoes in jackets in cold water to cover. Add 1 tblsp. salt 
after water begins to boil and cook well covered till tender enough 
to pierce with a fork or toothpick. Drain, cool and peel potatoes, 
Combine the other ingredients in the order given, then add the 


sliced or diced potatoes. 


And these Bread-Crumb Cookies can be made in about a half hour, 
baking time included. They’ll be a hit with youngsters and grown- 


ups alike.

President Asks U.S. Jews To Tell Palestine Brethren To Aid Violence

AM HERE to speak. on the tragic plight of 
I the 100,000 Jews who are wasting away 
in the displaced’ persons: camps of Europe; and 
on) the problem of Palestine from which re- 
ports. come of such lawlessness and: disorder 
that the British authorities: have determined 
to suppress them by force: 

The situation of the displaced: Jews must be 
a major concern to the conscience of' the: civil- 
ized world: This is true more than ever now 
when there is terrorism in Palestine: and stern 
official reprisals, For there must not be merely 
a haphazard proposal for the displaced’ Jews. 
The solution must enable them to live in peace 
and security there. The violence in Palestine 
is: not a harbinger of such peace and security. 
That is why right-thinKing men of all faiths 
abhor the acts of lawlessness. 

But condemnation is not.enough. We must 
deal wisely, with the fundamental trouble of 
which. these acts. are the outward symptoms. 
We can do) that. best when’ we have: the: facts 
clearly before us. 

All men of good will recognize: that the small, 
tragic remnant: of millions who have: beem sent 
to untimely, death by the Nazis,. the surviving 
Jews in: the displaced persons: camps,. deserve 
every help: from: the civilized world. 


* * * 


IT IS UNIVERSALLY acknowledged that 
Jews who have gone to settle in Palestine 
have made a remarkable contribution to the 
growth and progress. of the country. What is 
sometimes overlooked in this connectiom is that 
such achievements by Jews are not unique to 
Palestine. Wherever Jews, who are members 
of a religion and citizens of many countries, 
have had freedom and opportunity, they have 
made significant contributions to the lands of 
which they are an integral part. 

Reasonable men would also agree that from 
a religious point’ of vie, Palestine is a land 
Holy to adherents of three great faiths, the 
Jewish, Christian and Moselem religions. 

Nevertheless, Palestine is a trouble-spot 
and a potential danger to world’ peace, The 
turbulence in Palestine, the tensions, the vio- 
lent nationalisms that have developed are 
making of that country a land of conflict rather 
than of peace. 

For this reason alone, if for no other, a just 
and forthright decision about Palestine must 
be made at once, 

Such a decision is embodied in the report of 
the Anglo American Committee, an impartial 
tribunal of earnest and sincere men: They 
had before them the testimony of: every inter- 
ested party. They had’ before them the record 
of the past. Their recommendations were made 
after prolonged study of all the claims and 
counter-claims. The result was.a report which 
for wisdom, lucidity, humane feeling and 
statesmanship is difficult to equal.

WE OF THE AMERICAN COUNCIL FOR 
JUDAISM, a nation-wide organization of 
Americans of. Jewish faith, give complete and 
whole-hearted endorsement to all of the recom- 
mendations made by the Anglo-American 
Committee. As seon as its report’ was. made 
public, we pledged our support in a letter to 
President Truman and in a. communication to 
the State Department. We believe that the 
immediate adoption of all. of their recommer 
dations would be the most. forthright step) to- 
wards a sound solution. 

We consider it imperative that the realistic 
balance between contending forces. provided: for. 
in) the Report be maintained by, its. adoption 
as. a. whole. Although the rates of implementa. 
tion of the various recommendations wéil. nec- 
essarily differ, depending upon their nature, the 
policy. implicit in: the totai, repert. should. be 
accepted. by: the adoption. of the report as a 
whole.

Jews who are in the Dispiaced Persons Camps 
of Europe, who are actually, not theoretically, 
homeless and for whom new homes must be 
found: The views of the committee are that 
these homes should promptly be found for 
them in Palestine. 

The report logically and properly then 
turns to conditions for peace and progress in 
Palestine. What service would be rendereg 
to the 100,000 displaced Jews by merely trans. 
ferring them from an unhappy post-war atmos. 
phere to a tense, potential, pre-war environ. 
ment? The crackle of gunfire, the bursting: of 
hand grenades, the bombing of buildings, the 
barbed wire enclosures of a military encamp. 
ment do not constitute an atmosphere suita. 
bie for those deeply injured men, women and 
children.

In regard to them, the committee expresses 
the: view that we, too, hold—that the whole 
world shares a responsibility, both for’ those 
who may still need' to emigrate and: those who 
will: continue to: live in Europe.

FINALLY, THE COMMITTEER’S. REPORT 
DEALS with the fundamental character of" the 
relationship: of the Jews: of the world to Pales. 
tine. It makes clear what are the acceptable, 
as against the unacceptable; relationships be 
tween: Jews. the world over and Palestine ag 
a proposed state. This may be, over a: period 
of! years, the most important service that it 
renders. 

A Jew who enters: Palestine legally, they say, 
is. there of right. So is the Jew who enters 
any. other country in accordance with its immi- 
gration laws, Justifiably. their report rejects 
the pernicious claim that Palestine has. some 
how been given to the Jews. of the world, and 
that all Jews therefore have special rights. in 
regard. to Palestine. 

By this significant denial, the committee 
clears the way for the immediate humanitar 
ian task and for the long-range program of 
stimulating the historic process of the full 
integration of Jews into the countries in which. 
they live or to which they remove—including, 
Palestine. 

We believe profoundly that the humanitarian 
interests of the 100,000 displaced Jews, the stat- 
us and: security of Jews the world over, and 
the prospects for peace would be enormously: 
advanced if the wise and statesmanlike report 
were accepted now, as a whole. 

We urge the acceptance of the complete re 
port now. At the same time, we recogniz 
that the report consists of recommendations 
whose implementation constitutes a tremen- 
dous undertaking and involves the assumption 
of heavy responsibilities. Patience is necessary 
indeed essential; for it takes time to develop 
the vast machinery required to transform the 
recommendations into action. This, Great 
Britain and'the United States are now engaged 
in doing. 

HERE, I WANT TO SAY A. FEW WORDS 
about the news. reports that have been coming, 
from Palestine. Unfortunately, events in Pak 
estine and surrounding the Palestine problem, 
are rushing headlong into catastrophe. Re 
ports have now been coming in regularly of 
a situation approaching anarchy in Palestine, 
of bombinng, machine-gunning, incendiarism,

American Jews who have given generously 
to help their co-religionists everywhere have no 
political axe-to grind’ Their well-known tra- 
ditional generosity has been in behalf of the 
alleviation of suffering. They have given gen- 
erously toward creative upbuilding, towards 
peaceful reconstruction, towards harmony and 
cooperation among men of all faiths in Pales- 
tine and everywhere else. Throughout history 
Jews have been the chief sufferers in wars. 


American Jews know, therefore, that to turn to 
machine guns as final arbitrator is tragic, crim- 
inal folly; they will have nothing to do with 
terrorism or violence. 

WHEN THEY SPEAK, THEY MUST SPEAK 
for peace and moderation. 


They must demand the end of violence. In- 
evitably they must seek cooperation among 
all elements of Palestine in the great liberal 
tradition of equality for all, without discrim- 
ination or privilege on grounds of race or re- 
ligion. American Jews have aided the Jewish 
community in Palestine generously in the past. 
They must, if need be, condition further help 
to that community upon the adoption of pa- 
cific, moderate policies. 

Unless such a public opinion is clearly ex- 
pressed, events in Palestine will move toward 
a cataclysm. 


American Jews must have the realism and 
vision and the genuine, if rare, courage to 
speak up clearly and to say: “This is Not the 
Way; we will Not Have it so.”

The Editor's Chair 

One of the biggest evils in the 
Anglo-Jewish publication field 
will automatically be eliminated 
by the new law requiring weekly 
papers to file affidavits with the 
postoffice of their paid circula- 
tion. A good many Anglo-Jewish 
papers exaggerate their circula- 
tion. One I know of prints 2,000 
papers, most of which are dis- 
tributed free, but claims 11,000 
subscribers. Another publisher 
who prints 6,000 or 7,000, of 
which less than 5,000 are paid, 
quotes 25,000. How this works a 
hardship on legitimate papers is 
obvious. When The Post goes in 
to sell space to a national ad- 
vertiser, it competes on a circu- 
lation basis and it is our sworn 
word against that of other papers 
so that when we quote only the 
circulation we have (which is 
certainly the largest outside of 
New York) we lose out because 
the sworn word of the other 
papers is sometimes two or three 
times as much as our circulation. 

This subject was so hot that 
the American Association of Eng- 
lish-Jewish Publications wouldn’t 
put it on their agenda for fear 
of disrupting the organization, 
although they did pass a glib 
resolution about raising  stan- 


dards, etc.

I am a little more encouraged 
about the prospects for a power- 
ful new American Jewish Con- 
ference since I talked to Rabbi 
Maurice Eisendrath, who has ac- 
cepted the chairmanship of the 
committee to explore the possi- 
bilities for an overall, democratic 
body. Rabbi Eisendrath is a go- 
getter as we all know, and he 
toid me that he is for a policy- 
making body, which will deter- 
mine the broad general lines for 
all national agencies, but evi- 
dently not interfere with their 
autonomy. Since my change on 
the NCRAC, I am willing to ac- 
cept a compromise, provided the 
bloc system is done away with 
and tke national organizations 
prevented from controlling the 
new body. 

Incidentally Rabbi Eisendrath 
is going to Europe soon for three 
purposes: the international good- 
will convention at Oxford; the 
meeting of the World Union for 
Progressive Judaism, and to visit 
the DP camps for the American 
Jewish Conference.

Our National Jewish Organizations And Publicity 


HE matter of keeping the Jewish com- 
munity informed of the activities of our 
hational Jewish organizations comes up at this 
time in connection with three national conven- 
tions reported in this paper. They are the con- 
ventions of the National Community Relations 
Advisory Council, the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis and the Rabbinical Assembly. 
The Post has been accused, although by in- 
direction, of breaking a confidence in connec- 
tion with its recent editor’s chair comment on 
the NCRAC. The accusation 
founded, and because this paper knows: that 
when it ever gets the reputation for breaking 
a confidence, at that time many of its news 
sources, some of which now go right up to the 
top of our national organizations, will be cut 
off, it is very careful on this point. 

At the NCRAC, The Post’s editor was an 
alternate delegate from one of the local com- 
munities, and Isaiah Minkoff was so advised 
and so understood before the sessions opened. 
After the sessions, The Post’s editor discussed 
with Mr. Minkoff what kind of report the paper 
would carry, and when Mr. Spiegel later took 
exception to one phase of the contemplated 
write-up, that part was eliminated. 

But that is not as important as is this point: 
The Post said in its report that almost with- 
out exception any part of the sessions could 
have been reported to the American Jewish 
community; and a valuable gain would thereby 
have been made not only by the NCRAC but 
also by the American Jewish community. There 
is not an Anglo-Jewish editor that could not 
have been trusted to cover and judiciously re- 
port on these sessions, and the end result would 
have been a gain all around. 

To be more specific, the Post’s report brought 
a complaint from one of the national civic de- 
fense organizations, but even here that na- 
tional organization was aided by our report. 
The Post said that the American Jewish Con- 
gress seemed to be stealing the show in the 
civic defense field. That is this paper’s analysis 
of the sessions, and if it is accurate, then the 
ADL and the American Jewish Committee will 
have been aided by this independent judgment 
of the situation, and may be able before it is 
too late to overtake the American Jewish 
Congress. 

Another gain by admitting The Post to the 
NCRAC although by indirection as it were, is 
the fact that this paper, long a bitter opponent 
of the NCRAC, has now come to believe that 
the NCRAC is operating effectively in many 
fields and shows signs of accelerating the uni- 


is totally un- 


fication of forces in the civic defense field. 

Another sore spot in coverage of national 
conventions is that of the Rabbinical Assembly. 
There The Post was refused admittance on the 
ground of “executive session.” Not all the ses- 
sions of the Rabbinical Assembly could have 
been of such a nature as to preclude news- 
paper coverage because the Assembly’s own 
press department kept the daily papers full 
of reports throughout the convention. In this 
connection The Post was accused of favoring 
the CCAR convention over that of the Rab- 
binical Assembly and when whoever the of- 
ficial was who made the charge, was called 
down, he went into a high dudgeon. Not only 
did this paper not receive any advance report 
of the Rabbinical Convention proceedings in 
time for publication except perhaps for some 
scout announcement, but because of the heavy 
coverage of the CCAR convention, deliberately 
held space open till the last minute waiting for 
a report to arrive. 

A shining exception to the two conventions 
above was that of the previously mentioned 
CCAR. There The Post has always been given 
free entree, and when one session of the re- 
cent convention took a turn which The Post’s 
editor thought was not for his ears, he pur- 
posely walked out of the room. 

The Anglo-Jewish and Yiddish press will be 
much better equipped to discuss the many is- 
sues nnow tearing the U. S. Jewish community 
apart, if it is permitted the right of any free 
press. National organizations are learning 
slowly that they no longer are beholden only to 
themselves and perhaps a small board, and 
that their larger constituencies have rights in 
the matter of information which they can ex- 
pect from their newspapers. This is not to say 
that the Anglo-Jewish' press is blameless, but 
it cannot be accused of giving any group a 
bad press when the papers are prevented from 
going to sources for accurate information. 

If the Congressional Record were the only 
source of news of proceedings of our national 
government, and there were not the news- 
papers to analyze and discuss the questions as 
they were being analyzed and discussed by our 
legislators, and if there were not the radio, and 
if permission was not granted to any interested 
parties to listen to the proceedings, there 
would be an analogous situation to that ob- 
taining in the Jewish field, where practically 
everything that goes on is hidden and the Jew- 
ish community has no accurate information, 
except the press releases from the hired men 
of these agencies. 


Aren’t These Figures Exaggerrated? 


E POST is skeptical of the statement 

made by the National Jewish Welfare 
Board that “ninety-five per cent of the money 
spent by Jewish Community Centers, and 
Young Men’s and Young Women’s Hebrew 
associations on lectures and concerts during 
the 1945-46 lecture season was allocated for 
lectures and concerts on Jewish subjects and 
themes by Jewish lecturers and artists. 

These figures were released evidently in 
answer to the criticism that our Jewish cen- 
ters were nothing more than athletic associa- 
tions or glorified Y.M.C.A.’s, that there was 
little of Jewish content in the programs of 
these centers. 

If thesé figures are accurate then a good 
many community centers, among them the 
Kirshbaum Jewish Community Center of In- 
dianapolis, are way out of step. The forum of 
Kirshbaum Center rarely brings a Jewish 
speaker and even on these rare occasions, the 
subject almost always had nothing to do with 


Jews. 

At another point in the JWB statement, this 
sentence follows: “Of the 990 bookings made 
by the Jewish Center Lecture Bureau of JWB 
in 1945-46, 957 were on Jewish subjects.” This 
statement provides the basis for the 95 per 
cent figure, but clashes with the first state- 
ment because it now says that this figure 
holds true for bookings made with the JWB 
lecture bureau. 

What then about bookings made with other 
agencies? Wouldn’t they change the figures of 
the first statement? 

In answer to the criticism of our Jewish 
centers on their non-sectarian character, it 
should be explained that definitely there is a 
story trend towards greater and greater Jew- 
ish content in programs, and obviously the 
JWB, although managed for the most part by 
non-synagogue—attending Jews, is straining 
everything to encourage Jewish centers to 
really become Jewish centers. 


Editorials Could Be Written 


DITORIALS could be written about the 

competition and clash of interest in Jew- 

ish institutions of higher learning developing 
no so slowly at the present time. 


There is the matter of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary’s program for training thousands 
of social workers, rabbis and Jewish public 
officials for positions in our Jewish communi- 
ties. The Hebrew Union College announced 
rather nebulous plans for the same type of 
instruction, although its attack on the same 
problem was at last reports to be through 


setting up departments of Jewish instruction — 


in our universities. Then to complete the 
picture, there is the expansion program of 
Yeshiva University. 

An editorial could be written about the fight 
to exploit. the South American Jewish com- 
munities. The J.D.C. and the American Jewish 
Congress are definitely in conipetition down 
there. Rabbi Samuel Wohl is there now in 
behalf of Hebrew Union College, and every 
other national group is probably figuring ways 


of gaining a foothold in the same territory. 

An editorial could be written about the two 
news releases received by Anglo-Jewish pa- 
pers, both ostensibly about the imminent ar- 
rival in the United States of the first group 
of refugees from Shanghai. The release from 
the press department of the J.D.C. gives a few 
words of detail and then goes into this: “the 
Joint Distribution Committee announced yes- 
terday on the basis of advice from its Shanghai 
representative .. .” The Vaad Hatzala, report 
ing evidently the same arrival, finishes the first 
sentence with “reports VAAD HATZALA, 132 
Nassau St., New York City, the major Jewish 
organization concerned with religious rehabil- 
itation.” It continues: “This is the first large 
group to emigrate of the 500 Hebrew scholars 
maintained in Shanghai by VAAD HATZALA 
ali through the war.” 


These editorials could be written, bet it's 


warm and anyway the Post is halfway con- 
vinced that this competition in these fields 
might not be as harmful as some newspapers,

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AUFBAU'S EDITOR TERMS UNJUST, 
INACCURATE CRITICISM BY SHAMBERG 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

My attention has been called 
to a letter by K. D. Shamberg 
which appeared in your issue of 
June 28. This letter contains too 
many inaccuracies and _ dister- 
tions to be rectified all at onee. 
Hence I shall have to confine my- 
self to refuting its principal mis- 
statements. 


Aufbau has existed for elevefi 
years and is the largest American 
weekly in the German and Eng- 
lish languages, circulated 
throughout the world. Especially 
with regard to the German ques- 
tion it enjoys a reputation which 
is far removed from any form of 
appeasement. This is why Auf- 
bau often was severely attacked 
by the German language press 
in this country. It has not only 
paign of pity but from the very 
first day set out to reveal the po- 
litieal background of such cam- 
paigns. In this respect it has 
frequently collaborated with the 
Anti-Defamation League, the 
B’Nai B'rith and the Anti-Nazi 
League. There is only one aspect 
in which Aufbau perhaps distin- 
Buishes itself from the attitude 


German language, which led to 
these misunderstandings. The 
term “Hauptmann-Volk” used in 
the article does not refer to the 
German people but to Haupt- 
mann’s characters, to his oppres- 
sed proletarian men and women 
who show his extraordinary cre- 
ative imagination. We cannot help 
it that once upon a time Haupt- 


. Man was a great writer although 


we often attacked.in our columns 
his weak and defeatist attitude 
during the Nazi regime. However, 
it might suffice to point to the 
obituary by Ludwig Marcuse, pro- 
fessor at the University of Cali- 
fornia, who wrote in Aufbau that 
“Hauptmann was  Germany’s 
most visible disgrace.” 


Mr. Shamberg has written fre- 
quent letters to Aufbau. Some of 
them were published. The ‘fact 
that his advertisement for a pri- 
vate club was refused because we 
do not give ads free of charge to 
anyone (Aufbau belongs to the 
A.B.) is no reason for his at- 
tacks.

Are we.Jews to repeat the Pitts- 
burgh ‘blunder? That was iin 1942, 
when a group of Jewish leaders 
assembled, tc bring about unity 
in Jewish life. They then agreed 
to unite only as concerned Jewish 
problems overseas, but decided 
to exclude the American scene 
from the purview of united ac- 
tion. This has since proven det- 
rimental to American Jewish ‘life. 
Are we to remain divided or are 
we to establish unity in American 
Jewry? The Jews of America 
have the answer..At the last ses- 
sion of the American Jewish Con- 
ference, we resolved that it was 
desirable and necessary that a 
permanent, democratic, all inclu- 
Sive body be established, with 
powers to speak authoritatively 
for American Jewry. 

The interim committee of the 
American Jewish Conference was 
charged with the responsibility to 
explore that possibility in co- 
operation and consultation with 
the national Jewish organizations 
and to bring in a report of its 
findings within twelve months. 
The interim committee is now en- 
gaged in that undertaking in or- 
der to carry out the mandate of 
American Jewry. 

Tt is of vital concern to all Jews 
in America to follow the delib- 
erations of ‘the interim committee 
whenever and wherever possible 
and to participate in these delib- 
erations ana discussions, which 
we hope will ultimately form the 
basis upon which a permanent 
democratic all-inclusive Jewish 
agency will be established. 

This vital task cannot be left 
to chance, nor should it receive 
absent treatment from American 
Jewry. It car be accomplished 
effectively only by an enlighten- 
ed Jewish public opinion and by 
the participation of the greatest 
number of Jews in the delibera- 
tions. We cannot afford another 
Pittsburgh blunder to permit a 
group of .eaders, no matter how 
well intentioned, to make _ bind- 
ing decisions upon the whole Jew- 
ish community, without its con- 
sent, participation and approval, 
which means consent of the gov- 
erned. 

Let us stop blaming the lead- 
ers and put the blame where it 
belongs.

Private agreements by Jewish 
organizational leaders ‘in advance, 
as to the formation, scope, and 
functions of this new proposed 
national democratic overall body, 
should under ‘no ‘circumstances ‘be 
countenanced by the American 
Jewish \public. , 

Decisions .as to scope and ideo- 
logy ‘should ‘be Jeft ‘to the whole 
of American Jewry, through its 
duly elected delegates, and not 
the self-chosen few. 

Until such elections are held, 
let us have open hearings with 
public participation whenever 
possible, thereby getting .a cross- 
section of Jewish public opinion 
as to what we expect this new 
overall agency ‘to be—its func- 
tions, its scope and its ideology. 

The interim committee, after 
sounding out public opinion at 
public hearings, and after con- 
sultation with leaders of Jewish 
organizations in their communi- 
ties, should set up efficient demo- 
cratic election machinery; call for 
new elections of delegates, at the 
earliest possible moment, and let 
the newly-elected delegates and 
officers draft a constitution which 
will be satisfactory and in the 
interest of all American Jewry. 

This procedure would be dem- 
ocratic and will eliminate the im- 
position of the will of a few men 
on top upon the great masses of 
American Jewry. 

Let the Jewish people decide 
what type of overall organization 
they desire, what functions that 
organization should encompass 
and just how far they are willing 
to go in unified action. In such 
event the leaders will be absolved 
from responsibility of usurping 
powers that do not rightfully be- 
long to them.

IN HOLY LAND; DISAGREES WITH LOGIC 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

The news from the Holy Land, 
especially the reports of the last 
few days, sound really shocking. 
The happenings in the Athlit and 
other concentration camps are 
such that one would not be sur- 
prised to hear that some of the 
thirty-odd Belsen criminals who 
have been practically acquitted 
by the British, carry on with their 
work now in Palestine. Jews who 
miraculously escaped death and 
torture by the Nazis, fare now 
the same treatment in their “Na- 
tional Home” and for the same 
erime (namely) for being Jew- 
ish. 

Can this behavior of the British 
toward the Jewish people be as- 
cribed to common. vulgar anti- 
Semitism? Is it possible that Al- 
bion remains perfidious even to 
those, who always felt friendship, 
admiration, even love for her, no 
matter in what camp they were? 

In order to understand this un- 
gentlemanly attitude of the Brit- 
ish, it is necessary to go back to 
the history of the British Empire 
of the last few centuries. It is 
that very unscrupulous British 
Imperialism which tied Indians in 
front of guns and shot through 
them in the last century in order 
to hold their own, and now op- 
erates on more modern, but just 
as cruel lines. There is no dif- 
ference whether there is a Labor 
government or a Conservative 
one, they are both British and 
their task is to preserve and pos- 
sibly to enlarge the present em- 
pire. 

This empire can be divided into 
two parts as far as rulership is 
concerned. There is the “Colon- 
ial way of ruling,” which is ap- 
plied in those places where a col- 
ored population is living. This is 
an absolute way of ruling, and 
unquestionable British authority 
is exercised over millions of peo- 
ple with the pretext of bringing 
civilization to them, but what 
really happens is that much en- 
ergy and wealth is being spent 
to keep that very civilization 
away from them, and thus mak- 
ing subjugation easier. To this 
category belong most of the ter- 
ritories inhabited by Arabs and 
Indians. 


The second part of the empire 
consits of those countries which 
have a population mainly of west- 
ern European stock, colonists 
who left the old country because 
it wasn’t civilized enough for 
them: thus the “policy of civi- 
lizing’”’ can hardly be applied to 
Gem, if England wants to avoid 


what occured in the U.S.A. in 
1776; this was a bitter lesson for 
England, and the Dominion 
Status was introduced. Countries 
belonging to this category, at 
though they owe aHegiance to the 
King of England, are more or less 
independent. Ireland, for exam- 
ple, chose not to join the mother 
country in her struggle against 
Germany. 

It is obvious that the colonial 
way of ruling is more advantag- 
eous to Great Britain and will 
be held up, wherever and when- 
ever it is possible. 

In the case of Palestine, an 
Arab majority would give Eng- 
land a field—at any rate for the 
tinre being, to apply these prin- 
ciples, but in the case of a Jewish 
Palestine, or even with a decisive 
Jewish majority there, this 
would not be possible. As G. B. 
Shaw says: “The Jew is born 
civilized” and thus the most Eng- 
land .could get would be a Do- 
minion status, which, as pointed 
out, means a considerable amount 
cf independence for the country 
concerned and from the British 
point of view this could endanger 
their interests. 

Of course many a great man in 
Britain, like Lord Wedgwood, 
Major General Wingate ard 
others, realized that a_ strong 
friendly Jewish Palestine could 
could be of great asset to the 
empire. In fact, I am convinced 
that the Balfour Declaration was 
prompted by this policy, rather 
than the mere sympathy for the 
People of the Bible. 

It 1s no secret any longer, that 
if not for modern—which is syn- 
onymous with Jewish Palestine— 
and her men like Brigadier Kish 


‘and others who helped to create 


it, and thousands of her sons and 
daughters who have been created 
by her—to say the least—we 
would have still been struggling 
today. The rapid developments 
cf achievements in Eretz Israel 
which have surpassed all possible 
predictions of 1918, and which 
might threaten British commerce 
in the Near East, plus Hitlerite 
influence on subversive elements 
in Great Britain have diminished 
the power and perhaps even the 
number of pro-Zionist politicians. 

It is most deplorable that free- 
dom loving nations support either 


directly or indirectly through 
their indifferénce, might rather 
than right.

To Biame For Hate 
Editor, The Jewish Post, 

Let me congratulate you on 
your fine paper; especially your 
columnists and your “Freedom of 
Press” page. 

There is one aspeet of Jewish 
life in America, that practically 
all Jews shy away from; and 
yet, H is one of the most im- 
portant ,and cals for self-intro- 
spection by the Jews. 

I have not noticed anything in 
your paper or other Jewish 
papers, relative to the Jewish 
Communists. Not Communist 
Jews—but Jewish Communists; 
they are Communists first, and 
Jews last, if at all. They are 
only a small minority amongst 
the Jews of America, but are the 
loudest, giving the non-Jews the 
impression that “most Jews are 
Communists.” These Jews are 
Jews in name only, as they are 
atheists in practically all cases, 
ridiculing Jewish customs and 
religion. 

In fact, they are so utterly 
imbued in Communism that they 
are willing to sacrifice their own 
lives as Jews rather than give up 
the “party-line.” At the time of 
the infamous Hitler-Stalin Pact, 
prior to the invasion of Russia, 
I asked the opinion of one of 
these Jewish Communists as to 
whether she thought this pact 
was sincere and just. I was sur- 
prised to hear that she was 
heartily in accord with the pact. 
I then asked if she would like to 
have Hitler rule America. This 
woman, who supposedly was a 
Jew, stated that it didn’t matter 
to her who ruled America; and 
that Hitler could just as well 
rule America as the capitalists. 
She knew the program of Hitler 
for the Jews and yet, Hitler was 
as good to her as anyone else. 

However, six months later, 
when Hitler invaded Russia, she 


became a “patriot,” since the 
“party-line” had changed over 
night. Prior to this invasion 


these Jewish Communists fought 
the Draft Act; fought against 
buying War Stamps and Bonds; 
picketed the White House and 
embassies. These facts I know of 
my own personal knowledge. 

How can non-Jews have any 
faith in Jews of this type who 
have no principles, no ideals, no 
religion, nothing except to fol- 
low the “party-line” of Mother 
Russia whether it takes them to 
the door of death or not? They 
don’t hesitate to misrepresent or 
even lie in order to achieve their 
aims. Their motto is “The End 
Justifies the Means.” 


It was this slogan that Hitler 
borrowed from the Communists, 
which justified in the eyes of the 
Nazis the extermination of six 
million Jews in gas chambers. 
In other words, the Nazis‘ bor- 
rowed a great many of their tac- 
tics from the Communists; but 
developed them to the nth de- 
gree. 

I am not “Red-baiting” but 
merely trying to uncover an un- 
Savory part of a very small 
minority of the Jews in this 
country who are mainly responsi- 
ble for whatever anti-Semitism 
there is in this country.
